It contains notices of 283 woT§^(%m- 
1460-1743), contained in foriy-«eight volumes of mixed ccmtent. *fhe 
contents are usually anonymous treatises and pamphlets or fragments 
ef pamphlets, and such MSS. involve their cataloguer in most careful 
and it may be laborious research, and in difl&cult critical investiga* 
tion, with a view to the greatest possible degree of correct identi- 
fication, and the furnishing of the largest possible measure of biblio- 
graphical information. Khan Bahadur Abdul Muqtadir has devoted 
himself to the labour, sometimes a little ungrateful, with no flagging 
of his earlier shown zeal, and other scholars, not I hope without a 
feeling of gratitude to him, will reap the fruits of his labour in years 
to come.

704’’, says, that 
Khwajah Muhammad Dihdar Mal^mud Pani was born in Shiraz and 
died there, that he was a great mystic, and had strong faith in 
Baba Rajab Pudlah Nu^ aJUai LL. According to the 
author of the Riyad ush-Shu‘ara, fol. 296’’, Pani wrote commentaries 
on olaRftj - oUw-i; - and and also composed several 

treatises on Sufism and mysticism. Rieu, p. 1094’’, on the authority 
of Mi‘yar-i Salikin, says that Muhammad Dihdar stayed many years 
at the court of Burhan Nizam Shah, who appointed him Nazir of his 
kingdom, and that after the death of that prince’s successor, 
A.H. 972=:a.d.

Jalal-ud-Din Tabrizi. It was at Multan that his disciple and Hbalifah 
Kiiwajah Farid-ud-Din GanJ Sbakar met him for the first time. 
From Multan he came to Dihli, where the then reigning sovereign 
Sultan 8hams-ud-Din Iltamish became his faithful follower p.ncl visited 
him once a week. During his stay at Dihli he attracted a large 
number of devotees and saints, among whom the ijaost distinguished 
were Shay kb Jamal-ud-Din Muhammad Bistami (the then S|hayiJj-ul- 
Islam of Dihli), Qadi Flamid-ud-Din Naguri, Sbaykb Badr-ud-Din 
Gaznawi and others. On the death of Jamal-ud-Din Muhammad 
Bistami, the Sul^n offered Kaki the post of Shaykh-ul-Islam, but* he 
refused it and it was given to gbaykb Najm-ud-Din Sugra. During 
his stay at Dihli, he was twice visited by Khwajah Mu‘in-ud-Din 
Cbisbti. Towards the close of his life, Bakbtyar Kaki visited 
Khwajah Mu‘in-ud-Din at Ajmir, and twenty days after his return to 
Dihli he received the news of the Khwajah’s death. It is related by 
almost all his biographers that once, when Bakbtyar Kaki was 
attending a singing party at the house of his neighbour Sbaykb ‘Ali 
Sikzi (a relative of Khwajah Mu‘in-ud-Din Cbishti), the singer recited 
the following verse of Sb^ykh Ahmad Jam : — ^ 

^r— 

This verse acted upon Kaki with such force that he fell into a 
sudden ecstasy. It lasted for three or four days until he died, 
Monday, 14th Rabi' I, a.h. 633=a,d.1235. He was buried near the 
Haud-i-Shamsi at Dihli. He left two sons, viz. (1) Sbaykb Ahmad, 
also called Khwajah Ahmad Tamaobi, who was still alive in the time 
of Khwajah Ni?am-ud-Din Auliya {d, a.h. 725=a.d. 1324) and is 
buried by the side of his father, and (2) Sbaykh Muhammad, who 
died at an early age. As for his title Kaki, it is said that every day 
one or more dry loaves {hdk), as much as sufficed for the mem- 
bers of his family present, were found in the balcony of his room, 
or, according to some, under his Muaalld (prayer carpet). Bakbtyar 
was the pet-name given to him by his spiritual guide Kbwajah Mu'in-

The author of the Mir’at-ul-Asrar, fol. 359^, on the authority of 
the Siyar-ul-Auliya of Sayyid Muhammad Kirmani, a disciple of 
ghaykh Nizam-ud-Din Auliya, says that the genealogy of Ganf- 
ghakar reaches to Farrukh ghah ‘Adil, who was the king of Kabul 
before the Gaznawi dynasty began. When Kabul fell into the hands 
of the Gaznavides, the children of Farrukh ghah were still living there, 
and there they cont;^ued until the devastation of the city by Chingiz 
Khan, when the great grandfather of Ganj-ghakar was killed. 
Subsequently his grandfather, Qadi ghu‘ayb, emigrated to Lahore 
with the whole family, and was appointed Qadi of [in the 

Safinat-ul- Auliya (Lib. MS. p. 90) Jt^ near Multan. Ganj- 

ghakar’s father, Jamal-ud-Din Sulayman, who also was the Qadi of 
illj left three sons, the first being ghaykh ‘Izz-ud-Din Mahmud, 
the second ghaykh Farid-ud-Din Mas‘ud and the third ghaykh Najib- 
ud-Din Mutawakkil. Their mother, the daughter of Maulana Wajih- 
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ud-Din Khujandi, was a pious woman of great sanctity. The author 
of the Safinat-ul-Auliya loc. cit., says that ^Izz-ud-Din Mahmud 
(who, according to the author of the Mir’at-ul-Asrar loc. cit., was the 
eldest brother of Ganj-ghakar) was the name of Khwajah Ganj- 
Sliakar’s father, and that on his paternal side the Khwajah was 
descended from ‘Umar the second Caliph. In his youth Qanj-Sba'l^^r 
left the parental roof in search of knowledge, and reached Multan 
where he, while busy in studying the book Nafi‘ at the mo®que of 
Minhaj-ud-Din Tirmidi, was visited by Qutb-ud-Din Bakhtyar jSaki. 
He then went to Qandahar, and after staying there for five years, 
visited Bagdad, where he met ghaykh ghihab-ud-Din Suhrawardi. 
From Bagdad he came to Bukha^'a, and then, after visiting several 
eminent ghaykhs at Badakhshan, returned to Multan, where he met 
the celebrated saint ghaykh Baha-ud-Din Dakariya. He then came 
to Hihli and became the disciple of Khwajah Qutb-ud-Din Bakhtyar 
Kaki in the presence of Qadi Hamid-ud-Din Naguri, Maulana ‘Ali 
Kirmani,Sayyid Nur-ud-Din Mubarak, ghaykh Nizam-nd-Din Auliya, 
Maulana ghams Turk, ghaykh Mahmud Mu'inah-Duz and others It' 
is said that he was in the habit of fasting continually, and once, over- 
come by hunger, placed his hand on the ground, and took some clay 
or pebbles, which, when put into his mouth, tasted sweet like sugar 
( ). From that time, it is said, he became known as GanJ-ghakar 

(store of sugar). Another narration given by the author of the 
Siyar-ul-Auliya (a disciple of Nizam-ud-Din Auliya) and quoted by 
the author of the Akbbar-ul-Akhyar and subsequent biographers, is 
that on one occasion Khwajah Ganj-ghakar met a merchant carrying 
a large number of loads of sugar. The Khwajah asked for a handful 
of sugar from the merchant, who replied that the loads contained 
salt. Upon this Ganj-ghakar observed — “ they might be of salt.’’ 
On reaching his destination the merchant, to his astonishment and 
chagrin, found that all his loads were salt instead of sugar. He 
immediately returned to Ganj-ghakar and fell prostrate before him 
in repentance. The Khwajah then observed — “they might be of 
sugar,” and the merchant on his return found his loads were sugar. 
In order to avoid the rush of people, Ganj-ghakar'*fled from one city 
to another, until he reached Ajudhan (better known as Pakpatan) in 
Multan, where he finally settled and died, according to AkhbS.r-ui- 
►Akhyar, Safinat-ul-Auliya and some others, on 6 Muharram, a.h. 
664=a.d. 1265 (but according to Mir’at-ul-Asrar, a.h. 668=:a.d. 
1269) at the age of ninety -five. He left five sons and three daughters, 
full particulars of whom will be found in the Siyar-ul-Auliya.

and a disciple of Sultan Majd ud-Din ul-Isfarari, surnamed Talib. 
It is also stated there that the author has been highly spoken of by 
Najm ud-Din Razi in his Tafsir. [Najm ud-Din Razi is the author 
of a commentary on the Quran entitled . He died in a.h. 

664 = A. D. 1256, and his well-known Sufic work has been 

mentioned under No. 1351.] It is evident, then, that our author 
flourished before Najm ud-Din Razi. The note adds further that 
the author lies buried at Herat by the side of his spiritual guide, and 
that the Sufic genealogy of ghaykh ‘Ala nd-.Daulah (most probably 
‘Ala ud-Daulah Simnani, who died in a.h.
